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Confederate Veterans Finish 
Business of Annual Meet- 
ing at Louisville. 


LEE IS AGAIN COMMANDER 


Opposition to Candidacy With- 
drawn—New Orleans Next . 
Convening Place. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 16.—Having 
finished the transaction of the business 
of their annual meeting, elected officers 
for another year and selected New Or- 
leans as the city in which to hold their 
reunion next year, the United Con- 
federate Veterans closed their’ sessions 
here with a great military parade of the 
veterans of the armies of the South, and 
are holding social reunions by groups 
before saying good-by to Louisville, 

Nearly all of the veterans and the 
Bons of Veterans, who met here in con- 
Junction with the older organization, 
will leave the city tonight. Many of 
them left this morning. 

The officers elected for the coming 
year are: Commander-in-chief, Lieuten- 
ant-General Stephen D. Lee, Mississipp!; 
commander. trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment, Lieutenant-General W. L. Cabell, 
Texas: commander Army of Tennessee 
Department, Lieutenant-General Cle- 
ment A. Evans, Georgia; commander 
Army of Northern Virginia Department, 
C. Irvine Walker, South Carolina. 

Opposition to the re-election of Gen. 
Lee was withdrawn and his choice @vas 
unanimous. So were all the others. 

New Orleans had very little opposition 
in securing the vote for the reunion 
next year. 

Some squabbling was indulged in 
over committee appointments. This 
was the result of the discovery that 
a former Federal soldier was on one 
of the committees from the Indian Ter- 
Titery. He is Col. 8. H. Russell, and 
his name was stricken from the rolls.

Ryan's annountement that he paid but 
$2,500,000-for James H. Hyde's stock in 
the Bquitable Ldéfe Assurance Society 
reveals the stapepdous defeat sustained 
by the young Vice-President in the four 

months’ war among the managers ot 
the organization. 

A $5,000,00) bona fide offer is known to 
have been @ade for the shares, at the 
Outbreak Of hostility, by a syndicate 
headed by E. H. Harriman and H. C. 
Frick. Mr. Hyde refused this proposi- 
tion, regarding the price, it is said, as 
much too low. He would not sell out, 
he declared at the time, for $10,000,000. 

That he should have sold out in the 
end for $2,500,000 showe that he ust 
have lost at least that amount by his 
refusal to accept terms earlier in the 
fight. 

Mr. Ryan's statement proves that he 
alone bought the Equitable stock and 
that no one is associated with him in 
its Ownership. The ‘trust agreement 
makes Grover Cleveland, Justice Mor- 
gan J. O'Brien and George Westing- 
house absolute masters of 502° shares 
of stock—a .majority—for a five-year 
term.

Trinket Worth $850 Held as 
Evidence Against Archibald 
Goldstone Is Missing. 


A $350 diamond stud, which was to 
have been used as evidence against Ar- 
chibald Goldstone, charged with lar- 
ceny, is missing from the Sheriff's of- 
fice. 

The fact was not discovered until 
Friday morning, when Goldstone was 
arraigned for trial in Judge Withrow’s 
division of Criminal Cbdurt, and after 
the jury had been sworn in. When 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Jones called 
for the diamond it could not be found 
by Sheriff Clark or any of his depucies. 

The stud, it is charged in the indict- 
ment, was stolen from Frank Lightnér 
of 1408 Union boulevard last Decembur 
on a street car. Goldstone was arrest- 
ed at the time. 

The police records show that the dia- 
mond was delivered by the police at the 


office of Joseph Dickmann, then Sheriff. 
and the police now hold a receipt for it, 
signed by one of Dickmann’s deputies. 
Presumably the stone was #laced in the 
office safe to. be held as evidence. but 
there is no record in the Sheriff's of- 
fice to show that this was done.

Secretary of State, Landing at 
New York, Meets Messenger 
at Quarantine With Oom- 
munication From Roosevelt. 


NON-COMMITTAL ON ITS

Pelieved His Arrival at This

NEW YORK, June 146.—-When John 
jlay, Secretary of Btate, and next to 

resident Roosevelt, probably the must 

yportant man in the affairs of this 
untry. returned from Europe last 
ight on the steamship Baltic, he was 
ereeted at Quarantine by a special mes- 
enger from President Roosevelt. 

What the messenger brought was not 
nade known, but it made Mr. Hay very 

ippy. Today be is a captive at the 

me of his daughter. Mrs. Payne 

\hitney, and no one bul the Whitney 

imily hes succeeded in winning bis at- 

ntion. 

Vr. Hay has been abroad since the 

iddie of last March, and when he left 

re he was a very sick man, He -re- 
irned in apparent good health. 

The stirring events between Russia 
nd Japan, one might suppose to be be- 
ond the attention of the “‘sick man" of 
i ie administration. but the fact that 
ir. ey was in close touch with every- 

‘ing that has occurred in Washington 
could not have been beiter illustrated 
than when he said: 

“From what I can learn the move- 
ment is toward peace, and this country 
leade in that movement. What ‘more 
would you expect me to say at this 
time?’’ 

Mr. Hay was asked if he had read the 
nete of President loosevelt addressed 
t» both of the powers suggesting peace 
In reply to this he said: 

“All of this has occurred since I left 
ihe other side. However, I will say this 
much: I knew before I left the other 
country that such a move was in pros- 
pect. I was thoroughly acquainted with 
the tenor of the note that was addressed 
io both powers, and it is only natural 
that I should agree in every particular 
with the contents of that note.’ 

Further than this Mr. Hay absolute- 
ly refused to discuss any question of 
public i petence. 

The Baltic did not dock until almost 
midnight, Bene despite all offers of spe- 
clal privilege Mr. Hay chose to throw 
his lot with the rest of the passengers. 
lie was met at the pier b his da ter, 
Mra. Payne Whitney, her husband, 
who immediately Th his arrival car- 
reed him in a public automobile to their 
home. When asked if he intended to 
xo immediately to Washington Mr. Hay 
replied: 

“You can see that [| am not my own 
master. I am really in the hands of 
my friends."’ 

When asked regarding his health, he 
sald: 

“J am feeling splendidly. mg yee possi- 
bly can observe, I am about 100 per cent 
better than eer 2 left America.
